(iii) at least one alkanoic acid selected from the group consisting of C4 to C5 alkanoic acids and C8 to C10 
substituted alkanoic acids. 

Claim 3. (Conditionally proposed) A composition as claimed in claim 1, wherein the composition further 
comprises a carrier selected from the group consisting of aliphatic alcohol and propylene glycol. 

Claim 4. (Conditionally proposed) A composition as claimed in claim 1 , wherein said at least one alkanoic add is 
isovalieric add.
